The Glory 
of the 


Christ

John 17:1-5 


Absolute! Yet these adjectives are inadequate, 

for no man comprehends His inexplicable glory. 
The Holy Bible, however, shines forth our Lord’s 
brightness to all who will read it. We may think with 
our mortal minds, of His glory in three stages even 
though He is immutable. “Jesus Christ the same yes- 
terday, and to day, and for ever,” Hebrews 13:8. 


CE svsotte OMNIPOTENT! Immutable! Infinite! 


HIS PREINCARNATED GLORY 


The Word declares, “All things were created by 
him,” Colossians 1:16. Our Lord made all that we see 
in the vast “blue yonder.” Awe-stricken we stand 
when we view this starry panorama. The greatest of 
American poets, Walt Whitman, said, 


“He wander’d off by himself, 
In the mystical moist night air and 
Look’d up in perfect silence at the stars.” 


“And he is before all things, and by him all things 
consist,” Colossians 1:17. This short verse answers a 
profound mystery. We have seen that He created all, 
here He is before all, and now He maintains ail. 
No longer must we ask, what is eternal? What keeps 
everything in place? The great and almighty Christ! 
Let the doubters, the agnostics, and the atheists rage 
on, but we who believe on Him are at peace. 

We have found Him “who, being in the form of God, 
thought it not robbery to be equal with God,” Philip- 
pians 2:6. The Scriptures unquestionably confirm that 
the Christ prior to His incarnation was equal with 
the Father. Such glory He did surrender for us. “For 














ye know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, that, 
though he was rich, yet for your sakes he became 
poor, that ye through his poverty might be rich,” 
2 Corinthians 8:9. Thus we come to a second stage of 
His glory. 


HIS INCARNATED GLORY 


Philippians 2:7, Christ “made himself of no reputa- 
tion.” Many authorities agree that this passage refers 
to the self-emptying or kenosis of the Christ. How, 
then, did He retain any glory? 

The Lord Jesus Christ was immaculately conceived 
by the Holy Ghost and was born of a virgin; He in- 
creased in wisdom and stature; He was baptized of 
John; He lived a sinless life, overcame Satan; and 
He was anointed of the Holy Ghost. 

According to the Scriptures, I am convinced that 
Christ performed His miraculous works by the 
anointing of the Holy Ghost. But what about Colos- 
sians 2:9, “For in him dwelleth all the fulness of the 
Godhead bodily”? Truly He is God’s express image— 
God-man. Yes, He was both divine and human, but 
in His self-restricted state. Otherwise, how was He 
“in all points tempted like as we are, yet without sin” 
(Hebrews 4:15)? We must say that he emptied Him- 
self of some of His glory, or else He could not have 
been tempted, “for God cannot be tempted with evil,” 
James 1:13. 

How did the Christ do His miracles? Let us quote 
the Master, “The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, be- 
cause he hath anointed me to preach the gospel to 
the poor .. .,” Luke 4:18. Again in Acts 10:38 we find 
“how God anointed Jesus of Nazareth with the Holy 
Ghost and with power: who went about doing good, 
and healing all that were oppressed of the devil; for 
God was with. him.” 

We can also see the glory of the Christ in His ab- 
solute obedience to the will of the Father. In the 
Garden of Gethsemane my Lord wrestled with the 
fear of death and came out victorious, “O my Father, 
if it be possible, let this cup pass from me: neverthe- 
less not as I will, but as thou wilt,” Matthew 26:39. 

After this prayer, He was buffeted, scourged and 
nailed to the cross—but He was still obedient! Upon 
such a bed my Saviour died, and they pierced His 
side. Then Joseph of Arimathaea and Nicodemus laid 
Him, cold and dead, in a silent tomb. But God brought 
forth His glorious Son as conqueror over death, hell, 
and the grave. 

Now remember His prayer, “I have finished the 
work (the redemption of fallen man) ... and now, O 
Father, glorify thou me with thine own self with the 
glory which I had with thee before the world was,” 
John 17:4, 5. Now He remembers His former exalted 
state and prays to the Father for full restoration. 


“HIS RESTORED GLORY 


Peter preached on the Day of Pentecost, “This Jesus 
hath God raised up” and He is “by the right hand of 
God. exalted,” Acts 2:32, 33. Having completed His re- 
demptive mission, He has ascended in “the brightness 





of his glory, and the express image of his person,” 
and has “sat down on the right hand of the Majesty 
on high,” Hebrews 1:3. There He makes intercession 
for us; “For there is one God, and one mediator be- 
tween God and men, the man Christ Jesus,” 1 Timothy 
2:5. 

Now God has given Him power over all things, has 
put all things under His. feet, has made Him head 
of all things, and has appointed Him heir of all 
things. God has also made Him—the restored Christ— 
Lord of all, King of all, and Judge of all. 


CONCLUSION 


The Glorious Christ! If we have believed on Him, 
if we are cleansed by His blood, and if we are born 
again by the Spirit of God, “The Spirit itself beareth 
witness with our spirit, that we are the children of 
God: and if children, then heirs; heirs of God, and 
joint-heirs with Christ; if so be that we suffer with 
him, that we may be also glorified together,” Romans 
8:16, 17.

“Moreover the word of the Lord came unto me, 
saying, Now, thou son of man, . . . wilt thou judge 
the bloody city? yea, thou shalt shew her all her 
abominations,” Ezekiel 22:1, 2. 


HESE WORDS FROM God presented a very 

great challenge to the prophet. The inhabi- 

tants of the city of Jerusalem, including the 
priest, had lost respect for the laws of God and had 
become vile in the sight of God, and because of this, 
God warned the prophet that He would gather the 
house of Israel as they gather silver, brass, iron, lead 
and tin into the midst of the furnace to blow the 
fire upon it to melt it. 

Ezekiel lived at a time when the spiritual condition 
of the people was deplorable; yet God pleaded with 
them to put off their backslidings and return to Him. 
The sorrowful condition of the people reflected itself 
in the fact that God-fearing, upright men were so 
scarce that God challenged one lone man to stand for 
truth and right, saying, “And I sought for a man 
among them, that should make up the hedge, and 
stand in the gap before me for the land, that I should 
not destroy it: but I found none,” Ezekiel 22:30. 

In every age God has sought for men who would 
proclaim by word and deed the marvelous works of 
God. “Run ye to and fro through the streets of Jeru- 
salem, and see now, and know, and seek in the broad 
places thereof, if ye can find a man, if there be any 
that executeth judgment, that seeketh the truth; and 
I will pardon it,” Jeremiah 5:1. These are the words 
of the Lord to Jeremiah. Bear in mind that it has 
never been easy for a man to speak out against the 
sin of his own people. With the rising tide of unbelief 
and worldliness, good character and a courageous 
faith is a “must” where men dare to meet the chal- 
lenge and warn people against the impending judg- 
ments of God and against the wickedness of their day. 

The world is looking for geniuses; the church is 
looking for better methods, but God is looking for 
better “men’—men whose faith is more than a fancy; 
men who will dare to stand for truth when others 
flee; men who will witness to truth when others are 
silent; men who are strong in the faith when others 
fear and are doubtful; men who know in whom they 
believe and rejoice in the hope of the glory of God. 

God found such a man in the person of Abraham 
who obeyed when he was called to go out from his 
homeland and friends to the Promised Land. He be- 
lieved God and it (his faith and works) was accounted 
to him for righteousness. He could not see all the 
trials ahead. Faith does not question God but believes 
all things are possible with Him. Abraham could not 
foresee the strife that would arise between his herds- 
men and the herdsmen of his nephew Lot, but he be- 
lieved that God was bigger than any problem that 
could arise; therefore, he aimed for peaceful relations 
at a cost only the “faithful” would be willing to pay. 
Onward he trod, looking for a city whose builder and 
maker is God, encountering setbacks, of course; dis-

ises of God. He found an ever-increasing warmth in 
his fellowship with God, so much so that he is called 
“the friend of God and the father of the faithful.” 
They who have accepted Christ by faith have justified 
Abraham in answering the call of God. 

We who are Christians are all children of God by 
faith, but what will it profit us if we call Abraham 
our father or testify to an unusual measure of faith 
unless we prove our faith by a life of holiness? Our 
loyalty to the principles taught by Jesus Christ and 
the early Church reflect our faith in the power of the 
gospel to keep that which we have committed into His 
hands against that day. Should we not answer His 
call and leave all behind, and strive to live peaceably 
with all men, knowing that without holiness no man 
shall see God in peace? Should we not believe God’s 
Word though outward circumstances seem to hinder 
the fulfillment of His promises? Should we not walk 
in the light of the truth though others prefer to walk 
in darkness? Should we not be bold to proclaim the 
whole truth? Are not others bold to denounce it? 
Should we not be consecrated Christians? Have we 
not seen many lose faith in God and His Church be- 
cause they lived too close to ‘ne world and became 
involved by association and are now floundering in 
the sea of despair? God is calling, friend; the need 
is great! Will you answer the challenge and stand up 
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for Jesus and let your life count for God? 


Although the children of Israel were promised de- 
liverance from Egyptian bondage,. yet many of them 
seemed to be satisfied to continue to bear the burdens 
of their taskmasters. After all, they had a place to 
live and something to eat. Has not the spirit of in- 
difference and self-complacency been the greatest bar- 
rier to the progress of the Church in every age? 


When God needed a man to challenge the faith of 
His people, He called on Moses, who took the long 
look when but a young man when he refused to be 
called the son of Pharaoh’s daughter, choosing rather 
to suffer afflictions with the people of God than to 
enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season. 

The children of Israel left the land of Egypt in a 
very orderly manner under the capable leadership of 
Moses, the servant of God, as was directed by the 
Lord. While journeying from the land of Egypt to the 
Land of Promise, many of the unbelievers and com- 
plainers died and were left behind, while the Bible 
tells us that Moses, the faithful man of God, marched 
onward toward the Promised Land. Then came that 
crucial hour; the echo rang out through the camp 
of Israel, “Moses, the servant of God, is dead.” This 
further delayed their journey to the great land to 
which they had started. 

God laid the responsibility of leadership on Joshua, 


who proved himself a very courageous leader. The 
great land that lay beyond Jordan, which they were 
to inherit, justified their loyalty to Joshua. The land 
beyond Jordan offered them room to expand. It of- 
fered them personal liberties, something they had not 
known in Egypt. The cloud by day and the pillar of 
fire by night, tokens of the ever-presence of God, in- 
spired their faith to go forward. The organization of 
their man-power was a token of their understanding 
of the seriousness of the task and of their determi- 
nation to go over and possess the good land, regardless 
of the cost. 

To be sure, obstacles were encountered. First of all, 
there was the readjustment period under the direction 
of the new leader. Then, there was the Jordan River 
to be crossed. They did not have the modern ways of 
travel that we have now. There were times when it 
was very difficult to cross the Jordan River. After 
crossing the Jordan River into that good land which 
flowed with milk and honey, they would encounter 
the inhabitants of the land. The Lord spoke to Joshua 
saying, “Arise, and go over this Jordan.” So Joshua 
met the challenge, led the people across Jordan, and 
settled them in the Promised Land. Should we not 
take the long look today, and organize our efforts for a 
world-wide evangelistic crusade for Christ? 

Elijah was a man of like passion as we are. He lived 
in a time when the prophets of Baal far outnumbered 
the prophets of God. Believing that God could use a 
man of faith and conviction, he led his servant to a 
mountaintop experience in prayer until he envisioned 
a cloud arising out of the sea. This was an answer to 
a prayer of faith. This man, who dared to believe 
God when the odds were against him, led his people 
back to God in a revival of spiritual victory, to the 
destruction of the prophets of Baal. 


DuRING THE EARTHLY ministry of Je- 
sus, He called men to forsake all and follow Him. He 
cautioned them that they must be willing to leave all 
behind if they were to become pioneers of the cause 
which He had established in the hearts of men. At 
His crucifixion, those who had cried the loudest, 
“Lord, you can depend on me,” were among the first 
to deny Him rather than to meet the challenge. After 
His bodily resurrection, they were regathered together 
and were taught more fully concerning the kingdom 
of God here on earth. 

Being filled with the Holy Ghost, they became trans- 
formed personalities. Their fears subsided; their 
doubts were overwhelmed by a new and living faith 
in His Word. So mightily grew the Word of God that 
all areas around about Jerusalem began to feel the 
impact of the message of Christ’s resurrection. 

Saul, who dared to take things in his own hands 
and attempt to wreck the kingdom work of Christ on 
earth, found himself unable to fight against God and 
cried out saying, “Lord, what wilt thou have me to 
do?” “Let my servant pray for you” were the Master’s 
orders. Saul, being proud, humbled himself before God. 
He obeyed the voice of the Lord and his name was 
changed to Paul. He met every challenge of God and 
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men and died in the faith by which he had so vic- 
toriously lived. 

Time and space will not permit us to make mention 
of the many—such as Barnabas, one of Paul’s com- 
panions and a good man—who, being full of the Holy 
Ghost and faith, won many people to the Lord Jesus 
Christ; and many others who through faith and cour- 
age fought the good fight of faith, laying hold upon 
eternal life, because they envisioned the Crowning 
Day, the day when Christ shall reward every man ac- 
cording to his works. 

How high are our ideals? How strong are our con- 
victions? Do we envision suffering, dying human 
souls around the world? Does our love for evangelism 
reflect itself in our personal consecration and liberal 
contributions to this worthy cause? 


AFTER THE THIRD century there was a 
turn in events; the church which had sung Christ’s 
praise lost that joy and zeal; surrendered that fire 
and fervor to a program outlined by men to fit the 
times. The souls of men became slaves to the power of 
superstition; the religion of the Lord Jesus Christ 
which marked the beginning of the church age was 
then fast becoming a weird mixture of semi-pagan 
rites molded in this caste of a schoolman’s philosophy. 
The torch which Christ set ablaze during His earthly 
ministry and by His death on the cross and resurrec- 
tion from the tomb, which He had passed on to the 
apostles, now burned to a low flicker. 

Many centuries passed by, and the gospel torch 
again waited for God’s man. He found that man in a 
miner’s hut. Martin Luther’s quest for salvation in- 
spired him to declare, “The just shall live by faith.” 
He waved the torch of evangelism that awakened the 
world to the power of faith in God’s Word. Our Lord 
found a John Wesley to fan the fires of reformation 
when he aroused the English Church from her spirit- 
ual slumber. Although he was stoned, persecuted and 
slandered, he had the joy of seeing thousands swept 
into the kingdom of God through faith in the blood 
of Jesus Christ. 

In meeting the challenge before us, we should be 
men of faith, as Abraham, with the vision of Moses, 
the courage of Elijah, the patience of Job, the wis- 
dom of Solomon, the boldness of John the Baptist, 
the zeal of the Apostle Peter, and the faithfulness of 
Paul, to face the rising tide of antichrist power in 
this age and preach the unsearchable riches of Jesus 
Christ until this world feels the mighty impact of the 
move of God’s holy power. The converted heathen 
prayed an impressive prayer when he prayed, “God, 
send us men with hot hearts.” Christianity will see 
another Pentecostal revival when it is ready to let the 
Holy Ghost blow away the chaff, and kindle the fire 
of evangeiism in the churches once more.

When one has had a 
vision of God in His purity and righteousness, he im- 
mediately turns, as did Isaiah, and sees himself in 
his own sin and unrighteousness. Salvation demands 
an honest appraisal of self, an inventory of the inner- 
most heart, an introspection of the intents of the soul. 
Self—“There is none righteous, no not one.” Self—“. . 
the lust of the flesh . . . the lust of the eyes, and the 
rpide of life.” Self—‘“Being filled with all unrighteous- 
ness, fornication, wickedness, covetousness, malicious- 
ness; full of envy, murder, debate, deceit, malignity; 
whisperers, backbiters, haters of God, despiteful, 
proud, boasters, inventors of evil things, disobedient 
to parents .. .” (Romans 1:29, 30). This is the vision 
of self. Do you search for salvation and the remedy 
for your sins? See yourself as you really are, wretched 
and lost in sin, and pray fora... 


VISION OF REPENTANCE 


Isaiah 6:7, “Thine iniquity is taken away, and thy 
sin purged.” 


Have you ever repented? This is the third step in 
salvation, to see repentance. Repentance—the act of 
turning around; repentance—a changing of the mind; 
repentance—the other side of faith; repentance—“a 
saving grace, whereby a sinner out of true sense of 
sin and apprehension of the mercy of God in Christ, 
doth, with grief and hatred of his sin, turn from it 
unto God, with full purpose of new obedience.” Peter 
said, “Repent and be baptized . . . for the remission of 
sins.” Here is the answer! See God; see yourself; and 
repent! Here is the formula! A vision of God brings a 
vision of self; a vision of self brings a conviction of 
sin; a conviction of sin brings condemnation; con- 
demnation brings prayer; prayer brings repentance; 
repentance brings salvation. This is the key, my sinner 
friend—PRAYER! You have seen God. You have seen 
yourself. You are condemned for eternity. Pray the 
prayer of repentance and experience the joy of really 
knowing God through Christ. Confess your sins to 
Christ in sorrow and receive the peace of sins forgiven 
and the hope of everlasting life. 


As a teen-age boy, my father—a minister of some 
forty years—faced the decision of repentance in a 
tin-shop on the plains of North Dakota. A pioneer for 
Christ laid a gnarled hand of sacrifice upon a stub- 
born young brow and in all tenderness said, “All you 
have to do is to say ‘Jesus save me,’ and mean it with 
all your heart.” The prayer of repentance is only 
three little words, “Jesus, save me,” meant with all of 
your heart. This is the prayer that brings victory. Say 

















































it now and be saved. Receive this vision of repentance 
and cry fora... 


VISION OF CONSECRATION 
Isaiah 6:8, “.. . Then said I, Here am I; send me.” 


Have you made complete consecration? This is the 
fourth step in salvation—to see consecration. To see 
God; to see self; to repent; these are all in vain 
if there is no complete consecration. Consecration 
is the fruit of the vine, the product of the seed, 
the evidence of the experience. Consecration as re- 
vealed in discipleship will say, “I will leave houses, 
lands, relatives, and friends, take my cross and fol- 
low Thee.” Consecration as revealed in complete dedi- 
cation will heed the words of Paul to the Romans, 
“I beseech you therefore, brethren, by the mercies 
of God, that ye present your bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God, which is your reasonable 
service.” Consecration demands a break with the world 
and its false ambitions and exclaims in sincerity, 
“But what things were gain to me, those I counted 
loss for Christ” (Philippians 3:7). Consecration de- 
mands a yielded body, a yielded mind, and a yielded 
heart to the Spirit of God. Consecration demands a 
heartfelt experience which will testify, “Here am 
I (Lord); send me.”
